Lodge's Breast. Although the man is 
gone whom he temporarily thwarted, nev- 
ertheless that great figure bequeathed to 
the senator from Massachusetts a reputa- 
tion for littleness and meanness that will 


- stamp him in .history as one of the in- 


glorious, short-sighted politicians of the 
day.

"When you figure it out to ultimate conclu- 
sion, the daily press is the most powerful 
force for good government and citizen- 
.ship- The press is the mainstay of repre- 
sentative government. 


Had it not been for the publicity given 


the scandals' unearthed at "Washington, 
they would have been covered up by poli- 
tics. Not half of the facts that have been 
given to the people would ever have come' 
out. 
The investigations would have been 


a whitewash in the absence of newspaper 
publicity. 
Political rascality can never 


stand the light of. day and the fear of the 
newspaper is always hanging over its 
head. ' It is ten times as effective as 
courts and statutes.

TRAFFIC CONGESTION

San Francisco is considering .the 
erection of, a skyscraper garaged for all- 
day parking, to relieve the congestion of 
downtown streets.

Most cities which have experimented 


with the restricted parking idea have 


• found it more or less of a .failure. -A 
' town which has ten thousand automobiles 


parked in its business district.' enacts a 
"one-hour" parking law. If the law is 
observed, ten thousand cars are moved 
from one place to another every hour. 
But they are not removed from the re- 
stricted area, only shifted around in it. 
Merchants who have been most heartily 
in favor of restricted parking, claiming 
that cars parked in front of .the places 
of business keep away shoppers, are in 
many localities reversing themselves, find- 
ing that restricted parking keeps shop- 
pers away from their localities and results 
in decentralized shopping districts. 


The parking and traffic problem of the 


cities, now in~S5"~ae«ia_§tage, is to some 
extent a forerunner of the traffic and 
parking problem of the highway as it will 
be in the future. 
Well traveled main 


roads are now demonstrated in many cas- 
es to be far too narrow. Many main ar- 
teries of travel between large cities are 
now being widened at a great expense, 
which could largely have been saved had 
plans been made ten years ago for such 
widening. 
New roads are wisely built 


when plans for expansion are made at the 
time of building. 


JUST SNAKES AND FIREWORKS 


By the time we had dispatched the mad dog in 


our last encounter, the children will remember, it 
became necessary to postpone the'snakes and fire- 
works. 
Tho dogr tore around «o and" created so 


much excitement that we had to devote tho whole 
session to him. Now let's hurry along the jnakcs 
and fireworks and get 'em all shot off before we 
close today. 
First, a kind word for the snakes. A fatality 


from snakebite Is almost an unheard of thlnp in 
America. 
Ex-en rattlesnake bites are rarely fatal 


and indeed they are seldom even dangerous to 
human life. Experts assure us there are just four 
species of poisonous snakes 
In 
America—rattle- 


snakes, vipers, copperheads and moccasins. These 
are all pltvipers. that is, there are pits or depres- 
sions in their heads over the lip between tho eye 
and the nostril, a feature which distinguishes the 
poisonous snake from the harmless kind. Other pe- 
culiarities which help to distinguish venomous from 
harmless snakes are the-triangular shape of the 
head, duo to the wider Jaws, the greater thlcknei*. 
of body in proportion to length, the eliptlcal pupil 
—the harmless snakes have a round pupil—and the 
rougher surface of the venomous varieties. The 
harmless snakes will bite sometimes if annoyed, 
but their bito is no more dangerous than a pin 
prick. The venomous snake bites or rather strikes 
with his fangs, not with his tongue. The forked 
tongue of the common black snake and other harm- 
less varieties is not a "stinger" as some people 
imagine. 


Cut Into a snake bite with the point of a razor, 


or a penknife, or a needle, just enough to make 
it bleed, then suck the wound to draw out as much 
blood and venom .as possible. The venom is harmless 
if there Is no wound or abrasion on your mouth, 
bind something tightly about the limb above the bite 
to impede the flow of blood and spread, of venom. 
Otherwise treat the blto as you would any simple 
wound. 
Perhaps the best antidote Is a 5 per cent solu- 


tion of potassium permanganate in water, injected 
with a hypodermic syringe into the skin about and 
under the wound.

The lockjaw germs 
naturally inhabit the intestinal tract of animals 
and may therefore be present In street dirt, about 
stables, barns or barnyards, in the soil of gardens 
where manure has been spread, and particularly in 
the summer season. 
It is advi»able, therefore, 


to give extraordinary care to wounds possibly con- 
taminated by street dirt In the summer time, and 
especially punctures or wounds in which foreign 
matter such as powder, wadding, bits of cloth, glass 
or metal-may be embedded—it is best to have a sur-

The proper length? 


SELECTTSXJ A GOOD ROD 


Before attempting to select a rod 


the angler should decide what lures 
he Intends to cast. If they are of 
the light variety weighing up to % 
ounce, such as spinners, pork strips. 
chunks, or the "baby" lures, as they 
are sometimes named, then a light- 
weight split bamboo rod which Is 
quite flexible and weighs under 5% 
ounces should be used. On the other 
hand, if the angler Intends to use 
"Dowagiacs," frogs, of the heavier 
variety of lures, then a stiffer and 
somewhat heavier rofi should be se- 
lected In order to "stand the gaff" or 
the rod will take a set In a short 
time. Never use a lightweight flexi- 
ble rod for "tossing" heavy lures as 


It. 
That Is up to 


the angler. Some prefer the 
short 


rods while others prefer the 
long 


ones. Personally my experience has 
been that a short 4% or 5-foot rod Is 
better for tho heavy lures while the 
5% to 6 foot rod will give excellent 
service If the lighter lures' are used. 
For the novice who wants an all 
around rod I wouW suggest one of 
5% feet and weighing around 8% to 
6 ounces. 


Shall It be one, two or three piece? 


Here I would like to say that the 
present trend Is toward a rod with- 
out ferrules— that IB the one 
piece 


rod. However, as th» one-piece rod Is 
a "Jonah" to lug on tripe I would 
suggest the angler choose "the short 
butt, long- tip rod which was origin- 
ated by our old friend. James Hod- 
don. 
A rod of this calibre has al- 


most as good action as the one-piece 
and is more convenient. 
A rod re- 


cently appeared on the market which 
Is a masterpiece. It has an 
Ivory 


old reel seat, and the bamboo has 
been treated before varnishing. It is 
an excellent tool and can be depended 
upon to «lve service because tho mak- 
ers of these rods have been in busi- 
ness for years and trill stand back of 
them to the limit, unless they are 
abused. 


In selecting- a ro1. go over It care- 


fully and ecft that all tfc« Joints have 
*-een well plued and that the knots 
are not bunched together 
as this 


moke* a fatal spot on any rod. Whip 
It back and forth, then hold it to 
your eye and notice if It has come 
back to Its original stralghtness. If 
not lay It aside and look farther. Do 
not select a rod for its beauty, 
nl- 


though some rods ore beautiful and 
have the stamina too and ono trill 
have to use discretion • In selecting 
the "one rod."
